The measure now goes fo the 
Senate where backer predict 
lalso will pass by a lop-sided vote 
The Senate passed its original 
labor bill, 68 to 24, or considerably 
more than the two-thirds necessary 
to nullify a veto

This would provide three highway routes 
through the mountains — the central one, 
through Calgary, being already open. It 
would give convenient access to the moun- 
tains and the coast for people in all parts 
of the prairies. It would make Prince Rupert 
@ coastal terminus alternative to Vancouver. 

Obviously this is a comprehensive, long- 
range plan. It would involve large expendi- 
ture and a good deal of construction. But 
the plan is also logical. Each of the three 
mountain routes is worth developing. To- 
gether they would multiply the appeal to 
tourists all over the continent. As a chart 
to build to, the proposal is admirable. 

The place to start this program is at 
Jasper. Already that point can be reached 
from the east and from the south by high- 
way.
